2. The actual receipts for the year amounted to iRs 66, 138-8-8 against 
33s 01,737-10-1 last year, a ml Uie ; Expenditure to Rs.. 73,627-0-0 against 
Bs. 66,(538 last year. 

The following abnormal items appear however on the expenditure side 
expenditure and on the. receipt side as refunds and should therefore be 
deducted in order In ascertain the ordinary income and expenditure.

3. I will now examine: the various heads in detail explaining increases 
and decreases.

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4. Octroi on animals for slaughter Head I. class HI* Form A. lias in¬ 
creased from Rs. 3,456 to Rs 4,314. 

5. Heads II,VI 3, VI 4 and XII 5 of Form A, are all taxes on houses 
and sites and may be considered together. The rental tax in the station, 
brought in Es. 13,771 against Rs. 13,871 last year and that in the bazars 
brought in Es. 3,248 against Rs. 3,19 G last year. 

The site tax in the station and bazars brought in Es. 1,530 and 1,733 
respectively as against Rs- 1,464 and 1,838 last.year. . The additional site 
tax brought in Rs. 4,105 against Es. 4,035 last year. The Government 
land tax brought in Rs. 2,023 against Rs. 2,089 last year. 

Details of the collections and balances can be ascertained from form D, 
The diminution in.the receipts from the site tax in the bazars and trow the 
Government land tax,.is. entirely due to the fact that last year there was a 
much larger amount to he collected on account of arrears than there was 
at the beginning of this year. At the beginning of last year Es. 1,681 was 
outstanding. At the begining of the year underreport the amount out¬ 
standing was Es. 780, and at the end of the year it was E». 371, The 
SiAall amount of outstandings is extremely gratifying audit is dud-entirely:; 
to the energy displayed by Mr. Finn, who was Secretary until a paid Secret¬ 
ary was appointed. The total demand for the year under report for 
these taxes has risen from Rs. 25,112 to Es. 25,758. This increase is 
due partly to a re-assessment and partly to the station having been fuller. 


6. Realizations .—Head V (tolls; shews a decrease from Es. 8,800 to 
Es. 7,800. This tax was sold by auction for Its. 8,500 and the reason 
of the deficit is that it was thought equitable to make a reduction of. 
Es. 200 on account of the slip on the cart road and this was accordingly 
done. The outstanding of Its, ,500 has been realised since the end of the 
year.

Head Ail 4 Puruus shows a. fa-jling off from Es 48-12-0 |.o 
Er-elo.

9. The Conservancy tax. Head V7 1 shows a slight increase in tin; 
Edafiur.i and a slight dccaesmc in die bazar. The system of tax alien for the 
conservancy ol the La/,an; i>; now under consideration and it is i:opc-d that 
the bazar tv ill now pay for its own eunamnucv. 

10. I he station quarries, Head Vil. 4 Slave brought, in Rs. 583-6- 5 
ngYunst, Rs. 10!l-8-6 jasi. year. The reason of this large increa.-.e .is that 

m » considerable amount during the year on account 
o! arrears trom i;t:4 year. 
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31. The decrease In receipt from gardens, Head VIII, is due to the 
municipality having taken under direct management and utilised for' trench¬ 
ing purposes the municipal gardens behind the big bazar ivliich were 
formerly leasee! to a gardener. 

12. The sale proceeds of firewood are higher than last year hut the 
results are not very satisfactory. This year the stack of wood will be 
built near the municipal godown and its supervision should be easier. At 
present if is almost impossible to tell whether wood is stolen or "'not as it 
is a work of too great labour and expense to test the weight of wood in a 
stack containing probably 3,OGO maunds or more. 

IB. Head Xllf (I ). Sale of sites lias brought in only Rs. 327-8-0 
against Rs. 773 last year ; the explanation is that fewer sites were sold. 

14. The miscellaneous income. (Head XItl (J)) amounted to 
Its. 4,380. The details of this are given in a separate statement. 

15. The increases and decreases in heads VI (2) (Stall tax) VII (2) 
(Nazul shops and houses) VII (3) (Fishing licenses) VII (S) (Pedlars 
stalls) X (Fines) and XIII (5) (Contributions from Government) are 
unimportant, and do not seem to call for explanation. 

Expenditure. 

1G. The expenses of collection of Ihe tax were only Rs. 265 against 
Rs. 350 last year. The reason of this is that the former Head Clerk has died 
and his successor does not get so large a salary. 

17. Head 11 (> contingencies shews an increase from Rs. 5(51 to 
iia. 767. The reason of this is that it was necessary to print more papers 
this year. 

18. The largo expenditure on original works “(Head III, 2) namely 
Rs. 24,(578 against Rs. 18,991 last year will.be; considered later. 

19. Head VI (4) Diet of patients shows a decrease from Rs. 182 to 
Hr, 38, The reason of this is that the amount expended this year on diet¬ 
ing cholera patients has been charged in the cholera expenses and not under 
the head of diet of patients. 

20. The increase in head VII b. Bazar conservancy is due to a con¬ 
tractor having been appointed on Rs. 60 per mensem to remove stable 
refuse and sweepings from the baza? and to the appointment of extra men 
to remove stillage -Water from the bazar receptacles,

The exceptionally severe winter and the 
scarcity of labour owing to the number of men employed on the cart road, 
Ramsay Hospital and other large buildings has rendered it impossible to 
complete these works during the year, but the upper bazar latrine is now 
finished and is very satisfactory. 

The completion of the meat market has been delayed by some alter¬ 
ations which are absolutely necessary to make the market a success and 
by the failure of a contractor in Agra to supply stone slabs which have 
had to be ordered from elsewhere.

I. notice with satisfaction that (notwithstanding certain draw¬ 
back's in the conditions of the year which was one of exceptional sickness 
and almost impreccdcntly heavy rainfall) there was a .small but; progress¬ 
ive increase in. the receipts from the various sources of Municipal income. 
The taxes and other dues were collected with promptitude, the outstand¬ 
ing balances were small, and the explanations for their existence clear and 


3, Thr details of the expenditure are also very clear and to the 
point. An unusually large sum was devoted to the construction of a 
number of exceedingly useful and necessary “original” public works all 
calculated to add to the safety, health and convenience of the residents. 

4. The resume of wliat has been done towards the improvement of 
the sanitation of the Settlement, given in the 23rd paragraph of the. report 
is an interesting statement, and I readily acknowledge that it shows that 
the Municipal Committee have given, a great deal of care and ebhMderotibh 
to -this most important subject, and.that, they show very good record of 
work done, as well as a determination to push on to completion the larger 
tuid more comprehensive measures which are so urgently required, and the 
projects for which are at this moment occupying close attention.
